Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  my  Annual  Report  on  the 
health  and  sanitary  circumstances  of  the  Urban  District  for  the  year  ended 
31st  December,  19 63. 

The  Registrar  General's  estimate  of  population  for  mid  1963 
stands  at  5,  660  the  same  as  last  year. 

The  figures  for  the  number  of  births  during  the  year  is  91  that 
is  32  males  and  39  females.  This  represents  a decrease  of  4 on  the  previous 
year's  figures  when  95  births  (44  males  and  51  females)  were  registered. 

The  number  of  deaths  registered  during  the  year  was  88  (29  males,  59  females) 
and  this  figure  shows  an  increase  of  (ll)  on  that  for  the  previous  year. 

There  were  no  still  birth  deaths  during  the  year. 

Deaths  from  cancer  of  all  sites  numbered  17  and  deaths  from 
cancer  of  the  lung  and  bronchus  was  classed  as  being  responsible  for  4 deaths 
a decrease  of  2 on  the  previous  year's  figures. 

The  Infant  Mortality  Rate  of  20.  9 for  England  and  Wales  was 
the  lowest  ever  recorded  in  this  Country, 

A total  of  78  notifications  of  infectious  diseases  were  recorded 
(as  against  11  notifications  recorded  during  1962),  made  up  as  follows 
Measles  75,  Y/ho oping  Cough  1,  Erysipelas  1,  and  Tuberculosis  Respiratory  1. 

These  notifications  apart,  the  occurrence  of  infectious  diseases 
was  relatively  minor,  but  happenings  in  other  parts  of  the  Country  since  the 
end  of  the  year  have  emphasized  the  great  need  for  constant  vigilance.  The 
inspection  of  food  handling  processes  and  the  need  for  education  in  food 
hygiene  are  of  paramount  importance. 

I have  once  again  to  place  on  record  my  thanks  to  the  Chairman 
and  Members  of  the  Health  Committee,  to  Dr.  Morgan,  the  County  Medical 
Officer,  to  the  General  Practitioners,  the  Clerk  of  the  Council,  and  the 
Public  Health  Inspector  and  the  other  Chief  Officers  for  their  support  and 
assistance  and  to  the  staff  of  the  Department  for  their  untiring  efforts 
during  the  year.

TUBERCULOSIS 

During  3,  one  case  of  Tuberculosis  Respiratory  was  notified 
and  there  were  no  deaths  from  the  disease  during  the  year. 

b.c.g.  v/scmriQN 

The  two  schemes  in  operation,  that  is  the  scheme  administered  by 
the  Chest  Physicians  on  the  one  hand  and  the  County  Council  Scheme  on  the 
other,  continued  to  operate  throughout  the  year.  The  Scheme  administered 
by  the  Chest  Physicians  is  limited  to  children  who  havte  been  in  contact 
with  cases  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  and  the  County  Council  Scheme  is  for 
school  children  of  the  age  of  13  years  and  upwards. 

DIPHTHERIA  AND  DIPHTHERIA  IMMUNISATION 

No  cases  of  Diphtheria  has  been  notified  in  the  district  during 
the  year  under  review.

POLIOMYELITIS  AND  POLIOMYELITIS  VACCINATION 

It  gives  me  great  pleasure  once  again  to  report  that  no  confirmed 
case  of  poliomyelitis  occurred  in  the  district  during  the  year,  but  freedom 
from  infection  can  only  be  maintained  if  parents  continued  to  bring  their 
children  for  immuniation. 

IMMUNISATION  AGAINST  CHOPPING  COUGH  AND  TETANUS 


Arrangements  for  immunisation  against  these  two  complaints  is 
available  through  the  Derbyshire  County-  Council  and  the  same  arrangements 
remained  in  force  throughout  the  year.  Injections  are  given  at  the 
County  Council  Glinic,  or  by  the  General  Practitioners  and  booster  doses 
are  given  after  the  recommended  interval  has  elapsed. 
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NATIONAL  ASSISTANCE  ACT.  1948  - SECTION  47

These  two  Acts  give  authority  to  secure  necessary  care  and 
attention  for  persons  who: 

(a)  are  suffering  from  grave  ohronic  diseases,  or  being  aged 
and  infirm  or  physically  incapacitated  are  living  in 
insanitary  conditions,  and 

(b)  are  unable  to  devote  themselves,  and  are  not  receiving 
from  other  persons  proper  care  and  attention. 

It  was  not  found  necessary  to  take  any  formal  action  under 
these  Acts  during  the  year, 

NATIONAL  ASSISTANCE  ACT.  1948  (AMENDMENT)  ACT.  1962 

This  Act  received  the  Royal  Assent  in  1962,  and  enables  local 
authorities  and  voluntary  organisations,  working  in  partnership  to  extend 
arrangements  for  the  care  of  elderly  people  and  in  particular  to  provide 
the  support  needed  to  enable  many  who  are  frail  or  handicapped  to  oontinue 
to  live  at  home. 

Authorities  are  now  able  to  help  voluntary  organisations  with 
the  meals  on  wheels  service  by  making  available  premises,  vehicles,  furniture 
and  equipment,  in  addition  to  financial  contributions. 

The  Act  also  allows  local  authorities  to  provide,  either  by 
themselves  or  through  voluntary  organisations,  certain  recreation  servioes.

Ambulance  Service

period  7 p.m.  to  8 a.m.  is  covered  by  personnel  on  stand-by  duty,  additional 
cover  is  afforded  by  the  main  station  at  Mickle  over  which  is  manned  throughout 
the  24  hours.  The  establishment  of  the  Ashbourne  Ambulance  Station  is,

HOSPITAL  SERVICES 


Cases  of  infectious  disease  occurring  in  the  district  may  be  removed 
to  the  Derwent  Hospital,  Derby, 

Cases  of  Tuberculosis  requiring  admission  to  hospital  are  referred 
to  the  Chest  Physician,  Chest  Centre,  Green  Lane,  Derby  (Telephone  Derby  47866), 
and  may  be  admitted  to  the  Derwent  Hospital,  Draycott  Hospital  or  to  ’Walton 
Sanatorium,  Chesterfield, 

/6L1  admission  and  discharges  of  cases  of  infectious  disease, 
including  Tuberculosis,  are  notified  to  the  District  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 

BACTERIOLOGICAL  EXAMINATIONS 


Will  Bacteriological  Examinations  in  connection  with  milk,  water,  food 
supplies  axd  infectious  disease  are  carried  out  at  the  Public  Health  Laboratory 
(Medical  Research  Council)  121a  Osmaston  Road,  Derby  (Telephone  Derby  45597). 

Specimens  taken  by  Medical  Practitioners  are  forwarded  direct  to 
the  Laboratory  and  the  results  are  not  communicated  to  this  department 
except  when  a positive  result  leads  to  notification  under  the  Infectious 
Diseases  Regulations. 

FLUORIDATION  OF  WATER  SUPPLIES 

The  arguments  for  and  against  the  fluoridation  of  drinking 
water  continued  through  the  year. 

The  undoubted  advantages  from  a medical  point  of  view  of  adding  a 
controlled  amount  of  sodium  fluoride  to  drinking  water  do  not  appear  to  be 
sufficiently  convincing  to  allay  the  suspicions  of  those  of  the  school  of  throught 
that  detrimental  effects  may  occur  and  that  in  any  case  the  addition  to  the 
public  supply  is  against  the  freedom  of  choice  of  the  individual. 
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The  food  additives  are  so  numerous  in  modem  production  and 
preparation  for  packaging  that  almost  the  whole  population  must  new  be 
taking  small  quantities  of  chemicals.  The  individual  has  of  course,  the 
opportunity  to  opt  out  of  this  dosage,  whereas  the  public  water  supply  is 
essential  to  most  people's  needs,  but  the  choice  of  foodstuffs  to  individuals 
wishing  to  avoid  additives  must  be  considerably  restricted. 

Most  public  water  undertakings  add  a chemical  to  drinking 
water,  in  the  form  of  chlorine,  and  no  one  would  now  argue  that  because 
it  is  an  addition  against  the  free  choice  of  the  individual  the  chlorination 
of  water  should  not  be  allowed.

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

During  the  latter  part  of  19&3,  tv/ ° important  pieces  of  Public  Health 
Legislation  came  into  being.  First  was  the  Meat  Inspection  Regulations  19&3 
which  required  all  meat  to  be  inspected  before  removal  from  slaughterhouses 
and  laid  down  a statutory  method  of  meat  inspection  and  certification  of  carcases. 
Local  Authorities  were  given  power  to  make  charges  for  their  Meat  Inspection 
Services  but  in  return  Local  Authority  Inspectors  were  obliged  to  carry  out 
Meat  Inspection  duties  at  set  days  and  times  or  by  24  hours  notice  as  stipulated 
by  the  trade. 

The  Offices,  Shops  and  Railway  Premises  Act,  19&3  also  came  into 
force  and  is  concerned  with  securing  the  health,  safety  and  welfare  of  persons 
employed  to  work  in  offices,  shops  and  certain  railway  premises.  The  main 
provisions  will  be  operative  from  1st  August,  19 64  and  Local  Authorities 
will  be  faced  with  an  immense  task  in  dealing  with  the  inspection  and  registration 
of  all  the  premises  which  come  within  the  scope  of  this  Act. 

Four  houses  were  closed  during  the  year,  two  from  the  Slum  Clearance 
Programme  and  two  other  properties  which  had  become  vacant  and  dilapidated. 

The  majority  of  the  properties  remaining  to  be  dealt  with  n the  Slum  Clearance 
List,  contain  elderly  persons  who  have  no  great  desire  to  move  to  better 
accommodation  and  it  is  a difficult  task  trying  to  find  suitable  housing 
accommodation  for  them.  One  remedy  may  be  a centrally  situated  group  of  Old 
Peoples  Bungalows  with  a warden’s  house  attached,  but  a suitable  site  convenient 
to  the  town  is  difficult  to  find. 

The  Improvement  Grant  Scheme  approved  by  the  Council  in  1962  is  in 
progress,  but  up  to  date,  applications  for  Improvement  Grants  have  only  been 
received  from  owner/ occupiers  of  properties.  This  of  course  is  a National 
problem  and  until  such  times  as  there  is  a statutory  requirement  for  the  provision 
of  the  standard  amenities,  it  is  unlikely  that  there  will  be  a 100/  response  to 
these  schemes.  There  has  however  been  a marked  increase  of  applications  compared 
•with  last  year,  fifteen  as  against  four,  five  of  the  fifteen  are  from 
the  Improvement  Grant  Scheme. 

It  is  pleasing  to  report  again  that  there  was  no  bovine  tuberculceia 
found  in  the  cattle  passing  through  the  town  slaughterhouses  and  that  the 
quality  of  the  meat  remained  at  a very  high  standard. 

The  refuse  disposal  arrangements  with  the  Ashbourne  Rural  District 
Council  at  Clifton  Tip  are  continuing  satisfactorily  and  since  the  purchase 
of  the  Bristol  Europa  Tractor  there  has  been  a considerable  improvement  to 
the  tip  and  it  has  enabled  "controlled  tipping”  methods  to  be  properly 
carried  out. 

I have  pleasure  in  thanking  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Public 
Health  Committee  for  their  support  and  the  Clerk  of  the  Council  and  Medioal 
Officer  of  Health  for  their  help  and  co-operation  during  the  year.

FOOD  SAMPLING 


The  Food  and  Drugs  Authority  is  the  Derbyshire  County  Council  and 
the  County  Analyst  R .W.  Sutton,  Esq.,  B.Sc. , F.R.  I.C. , F.C.S.  has  kindly 
supplied  the  following  report  on  samples  taken  in  the  Urban  District. 

"In  the  area  of  the  iishboumo  Urban  District  Council  59  samples, 
including  24  milks,  were  taken  during  the  year. 

Three  samples  of  Channel  Island  Tuberculin  Tested  Milk  all 
contained  less  than  the  minimum  requirements  of  4 per  cent 
Fat  for  milk  from  Channel  Island  Cattle.  These  irregularities 
were  dealt  with  by  Caution  Notices. 

Following  a complaint  of  low  quality  milk  supplied  to  a Dairy 
Company  samples  were  taken  from  10  chums  on  delivery  at  a Dairy. 
All  contained  substantial  amounts  of  added  water.  Proceedings 
were  taken  against  the  producer,  who  was  fined  £25  together  with 
£15.  15.  0d,  costs. 

The  remaining  samples  were  classed  as  satisfactory.  " 

WATER  SUPPIA 


The  South  Derbyshire  Water  Board  provide  the  water  supply  for  the 
town,  and  I am  indebted  to  Mr.  I. G,  Edwards,  Engineer  and  General  Manager, 
South  Derbyshire  Water  Board  for  his  observations  which  are  given  below  : - 

(a)  The  water  supply  of  the  area  has  been  satisfactory  in 
(a)  quality  and  (b)  quantity. 

(b)  Regular  examination  is  made  of  the  raw  water  going  into 
supply.  As  all  water  is  treated  the  majority  of  samples  are 
taken  after  treatment.  A total  of  39  bacteriological, 

4 chemical  and  43  pH  sauries  were  taken  both  at  the  works  and 
from  various  points  in  Ashbourne  Urban  District.  The  results 
of  a Chemical  Analysis  are  attached. 

Water  supplied  in  the  area  is  derived  from  three  sources  and 
the  fluoride  content  in  a sample  from  each  source  when  last 
taken  was  as  follows  : 


Rodsley  0.13  ppm 

Derby  Road  Well  0.13  ppm 

Ladyhole  0.05  ppm

Valley  Water  Board  is  liable  to  plumb o- solvent  action.  Under 
the  Derwent  Valley  Act  1899,  water  supplied  by  the  Board  is 
required  to  be  treated  by  them  for  the  prevention  of  such  action 
before  the  water  is  delivered  to  any  of  the  Constituent 
Undertakings.
